Dr. Wessell.s was speaking 
on tho subject. “ Defective Vision til 
Behoot Children from an Kconomical 
Standpoint," before the Fourth Inter­ 
national Congress on School Hygiene 
today. 
“ Medical inspection of school chil­ 
dren," he declared, "lias r e v e a l e d the 
fact that at least 25 per cent of all 
children attending school have defec­ 
tive vision. 
In the m ajority of cases 
suitable glasses would 
cause 
those 
otherw ise backward children to 
ad 
Vance and take their places in classis 
with 'normal' children. 
Such c o m e 
thins not only increase the learning 
ability of the pupil and mean less work 
for the teacher, but they have an eco­ 
nomic value as well, because if a child 
is backward and remains in the same 
class for two or three years, it is cost­ 
ing the state two or three times as 
much as is necessary to teach that 
child. 
"Few children remain in school aft­ 
er the age of 14, the legal age in most 
states at which they are permitted to 
work. 
Tills fact emphasizes the ne­ 
cessity of examining the eyes of chil­ 
dren in the kindergarten and the first 
grades. 
The fact I wiHli most to em* 
pintsize is Rte Importance of munici­ 
palities establishing their
